Great Japanese Victory. 


APAN has placed another-victory to her 
eredit. By a display of bravery worthy 
even of the highest traditions of our own 
soldiers, she has succeeded in capturing 

Kin-chau, a place forty miles north of Port 
Arthur, The culminating point in the attack 
was at Nanshan Hill, which was attacked again 
and again by the Japanese until the crest was 
stormed. Below'we give an excellent account 
of ‘the great battle, written by an 万 pyess 
correspondent— 
“Tox1o, Friday, May 27. 

“ The Japanese forces swept the Russians from 
Kin-chau yesterday morning. After a desperate 
struggle during the night they stormed -the 
almost. impregnable positions held by the 
Russians on the Nanshan Hill, to the west 
of Talienwan. ~ The batile-raged in the hills 
all through the night, and the fragmentary 
telegrams received from the Japanese head- 
quarters report that thé engagement still con- 


tinues, the Japanese pursuing the Russians: 


southwards from Nanshan and the head of 
Talienwan Bay. The Russians had made 
elaborate preparations to check the Japanese 
movement southward down the Liao-tung Pen- 
insula towards Port Arthur, and had fortified 
the high ground on the south shore of Talien- 
wan Bay, in an easterly and westerly direction. 
The extreme Russian right. was resting on 
Hushangtao, and the extreme lett :on Nanshan 
HiH. Nanshan was the strongest. part of the 
line. A series of batteries, strongly emplaced, 
crowned the crest of the hill, while- rifle- 
pits extended round the sides of the hill. 
Mines had been «placed lower down, and 
around the northern and eastern feet of the 


hill were stretched well-made wire entangle- | 


ments. Another line- of defences, - protected 
also by wire entanglements, extended» from 
Yenchiatun, near the head of の 
due north, to Tinchiatien, which Wes south 
of Kin-chau, A strong force of Russians was 
posted at Kin-chau, consisting of infantry and 
artillery. "The Japanese first occupied the line 
of hills to the east of Kin-chau. The position 
formed an almost perfect right angle, showing a 
southern front to ‘Talienwan and a western 
front to Kin-chau. The village of Chiulichan was 


the apex of the angle, while the extreme:right | 
rested on Chenshiatien. which is almost due north | east. 


of Chiulichan, and the extreme left on Chaitzuho, 
due east of Chinlichan. At the back of this 
angle the attacking force assembled in complete 
security’ ‘The Russians apparently attempted to 
draw the Japanese attack on Saturday last, for

their batteries slowly opened fire. The Japauese, 
however, refused to be drawn until the exact 
strength of the Russian positions and their artil- 
lery had been revealed. - The Japanese then 
began a series of careful recdinaissances. The 
officers actually worked their way close enough 
to the Russian position to draw the fire of the 
enemy's artillery, and thus secured the frag- 
ments of shell for the purpose of ascertaining 
the calibre of the Russian guns. A number of 
large emplacements were also discovered, but 
they failed to ascertain the number of guns con- 
tained in them. The emplacements faced north- 
The guns fired by the Russians developed 
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a range of five and a quarter miles. Eight heavy 
guns posted on the Russian right, in the vicinity 
of Hushantao, were also detected. 

Another strong Russian pesition was developed 
by the reconnaissances on a hill to the south-west 
of Nenshan, where there were a series of shelter- 
trenches. On the shore close to the head of 
Talienwan Bay the Russians had a series of posi- 
tions, whence searchlights played nightly over 
the Japanese angle in the hills to the north-east. 

Further reconnaissances developed the fact 
that a line of; defences west of Liuchiatien, and 
extending northward from Yenchiatien to the 
west coast of the Lino-tung Peninsula, was un- 
defended but før a force posted at Kin-chau. 
This gap was the fatal defect in the Russian 
position, and when this wasenoticed the Japanese 
exten their right to the north*and east, 
enveloping Kin-chau and the Russian extreme 
right. The Japanese left was also extended to

Wang-chia-tung, on the shores of Talienwan 
Bay, and the centre_also moved forward. On 
Wednesday morning, at 5.30, the Japanese 
attacked Kin-chau, and for three hours they 
had an artillery duel with the Russian batteries 
on Nanshan Hill, The Russian gunners 


-searched the Japanese lines with fire, but failed 


to inflict much damage. The battle was resumed 
at dawn on the following day. Three Japanese 
gun-boats, which had entered Kin-chau Bay, 
shelled the Russian positions. A Russian 
gun - boat was located in ‘Talienwan Bay. 
She steamed close inshore, and shelled the 
Japanese left for five hours. From daybreak the 
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batteries of both sides hammered away at each 
other. The Japanese infantry then moved 
forward at 5.20 a.m., and entered Kin-chau, the 
Russians retiring southwards. The Japanese 
pressed south and attacked the position opsNan- 
shan Hill, which was stubbornly held the 
Russians, and was only carried after repeated 
assaults. ‘The retreating Russians were closely 
followed up through the southern hills. Reports 
fail to cover the events on the Russian right, 
although that position is probably abandoned by

Over seventy guns fell into the hands of the 
Japanese, besides an immense quantity of ammu- 
nition and stores. The victory is attributed 
firstly to the splendid courage of the men and 
officers, secondly to great skill and foresight 
on the part of the generals, and thirdly to the 
marvellous accuracy of the artillery. The com- 
pleteness of the Jupanese arrangements concern-

The Royal Military Tournament.~—TIslington 
ws all on tiptoe on Th y afternoon, May 26, when 
the King and Queen arrived to o 
‘Tournament at the Agricultural Hall. Accompanied by a 
brilliant escort of Life Guards and outriders they reached 
the Royal entrance, where they were received by a guard of 
honour of the Bluejackets, and on alighting were- greeted 
by the staff, which included the Duke of Connaught, Lord 
Roberts, General Oliphant, and Admiral Sir“ Henry 
Stephenson, On entering the Royal box, a second guard 
furnished by the Coldstreams saluted from the arena, and 
immediately the admirable programme began to unfold 
itself. Display, pageant, and combat followed in quick suc- 
cession, and it was soon evident to all that the success of 
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the Tournament in this, as in preceding: years, was amply 
„assured. From first to last every item of the show is of 
such excellence that the critic can almost forgive the fact 
tuat the majority of the turns are stock ones, which have 
tizgured for more years than one in the programme. It 
seems a pitt that, with such an adventurous field to draw 
upon, this should be so. Surely a little variety would not be 
hurd to seek. The pageant, representing step by step the 
stages.of development our “right of the line,” the Royal 
Artillery, forms the piace de résistance, and great praise is 
due to Major Hobda;, R.F.A., the organiser of it.

Royal Commussion Advocates Conscrip- 
tion.—The report of the Royal Commission on the Militia 
and Volunteers was issued at the end of last week. The 
text of the report advises the Government to give the 
Auxiliary forces a complete organisation for war, as the 
Militia ballot is unsuitable to. this country. The Com- 
missioners submit that the Militia and Volunteer forces” 
haye not at present either the strength or the military 
efficiency required to enable them to fulfil the functions 
for which they exist.. Their military efficiency would be 
much increased by the adoption of measures set forth in 
the report. The Militia and Volunteer forces should be 
reorganised—the Volunteers to be managed directly by 
the War Office. No Volunteer: should be putto expense 
on aeeount of his services. In observations outside the’ 
seope of the report, the’ Commissioners arrive at the con- 
clusion that conscription is the means by which the best 
home-defence army can be raised. ‘* The pueis which 
have been adopted by every. great State of the European 
Continent are, first, that as far as possible the whole able- 
bodied male population shall be trained to arms; second, 
that the training shall be given ‘in a period of con- 
tinuons service with the colours, not necessarily in barracks, 
We are convinced that only by the adoption of these prin- 
ciples can an army for home defence, adequate in strength 
and military efficiency to defeat an invader, be raised andy 
maintained in the United Kingdom.” 


Service Items.—A committee has been formed to 
establish a memorial in Wellington Barracks Chapel to 
the late Duke of Cambridge. The Duke of Connaught is 
chairman, and among the members of. the committee are 
Earl Roberts, Lord Methuen, General Oliphant, und

The transport Dunera arrives from South Africa this 
week, bringing home the 2nd West Yorkshires and the 
lst South Staffordshires. Both corps wili be stationed 
in Ireland, the first-named going to Belfast to relieve 
the 1st King’s Own Scottish Borderers, which proceeds to 
Colchester, while the Ist South Staffordshire Regiment will 
be stationed at the Curragh. ‘The King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers is the first Scotch regiment that has ever been 
stationed at Colehester.—Lieutenant-General Lord Methuen 
has been gazetted to be a General in the Army in succession 
to General Sir R. Hurrison, who bas been placed on retired 
pay. 一 Two Crimean veterans died on the same duy last 
week. One was Thomas Francis, of Nottingham, who 
joined the colours under King William IV. and was one of 
the guard-of-honour at Queen Victoria’s Coronation; and 
the other was Thomas Emery, of Swindon.—The Army 
Council has called for a return, by-the 7th prox., showin 
the names of all officers, non-commissioned officers, 2 
men of the Imperial Yeomanry and Volunteer Corps who 
took part in the South African War.—The destroyer 
Spiteful, which is the first British destroyer to be fitted 
throughont to burn oil fuel only, has been passed into the 
Portsmouth fleet reserve.—The battalions of Foot Guards 
in London have this week commenced practising the cere- 
mony of trooping the colour on the Horse Guards’ Parade 
for the King’s Birthday, to be observed in London on 
Friday, June 24.—The new Admiralty yacht Enchantress 
has been commissioned as a special service Vessel in the 
Navy by Captain O. De B. Brock.—Warrant-officer Raven, 
of H.M.8. Wildfire, has, with two points more than when 
he won the Gold Medal at Bisley, madé a world’s record 
with the revolver, scoring all bulls at twenty yards, and 
only getting outside the black once at fifty yards—a total 
of 167 points out of a possible 168,

London Cabmen on Strike.—On Monday morning 
last a large number of London cab-drivers refused to take 
the vehicles out.of the yards unless the proprietors agreed 
to let them out at a lower scale than that which was fixed 
by the Asquith award of 1894 The trouble had been 


| brewing for over twelve months, with occasional threats 


on either side. At many of the yards the cab-owners met 
the drivera with an acceptance of the terms demanded. 
Several large proprietors, however, refused to yield. 


A Plucky Fisher-Lad.— While making for harbour, 
a Hastings fishing-boat struck a sunken pile and sank.

Place it in- small heaps, slake with the 
amount of water necessary to cause it te fall to a fine, 
apparently dry, powder, then spread evenly, and leave for 
the winter on the surface. The lime acts well on the organic 
matter, andeven on the malignant organisms on the surface 
orin thesoil, A dryday should be chosen, and with a prospect 
of fair weather for a time. In spring, preferably not before 
the early part of April, grass is may be sown, merely 
harrowiog the land, and breaking the surface near any 
trees with an iron rake, then sow the grass seed, rake 
lightly with a wooden rake, and roll well down. If the 
spring be mild, sowing may be done in March, and there 
will be a fair growth of grass in May, If not overdone by 
the fowls it will gain in growth as the season advances, 
and yield herbage of an acceptable nature to them. 


The Lambing Season. 


Shepherds are now fairly over with the worries of the 
lambing season, but a Wiltshire correspondent having 
asked me for information on the general treatment of ewes 
at this critical time, I append a note or two which may be 
of service next season. When lambing begins the shepherd 
requires to see his flock three times a day. His first round 
is made at early dawn, before the sheep have left their 
“moorings,” when any requiring attention can be readily 
noticed, Some shepherds make this trip before breakfast; 
but this is not a good plan to adopt. When a shepherd 
leaves his house he never knows -how long he may be 
detuined ; and going out hungry may cause him to leave 
his work when he ought not to do so, especially in bad 
weather. On returning from his rounds he brings home 
any ewesthat has lost her lamb. Having keb-houses at 
various parts of the hill is of immense advantage at this 
time, and not only saves the shepherd a lot of unnecessary 
work, but is much better for the sheep every way.. Then 
there will be a number of such stock in the hospital 
individually requiring careful treatment, all of which 
he needs to see before returning to the house for a 
meal, There is no time for rest during the day, and 
no seonér is one journey finished than he -starts on 
another, repeating the same«morning, noon, and evening. 
Much depends on the weather, and the worse it is the more 
need there is for exertion and daily perseverance, which 
the shepherds, as a rule, never grudge on behalf of their 
flocks. In order to induce a ewe to take a strange lamb 
under her charge, the skin of her own dead lamb is flayed 
and put on another lamb, when the smell of the old skin 
is usually enough to deceive and induce her to take kindl 
to the newcomer, In-tead of adopting this methed, whi 
involves more or less labour, sometimes the ewe is milked, 
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
